GENERAL SMUTS’ APPEAL. 


HIS VIEWS ON REPARATIONS. 


“ (Reuter’s Service} 


London, October 23. 

General Smuts at a banquet in London made an important pro- 
nouncement on the European policy of the British Empire. He 
adveeated a conference of all the Powers interested in reparations, 
appealing to the United States to participate. . : 

London, September 23, 

General Smuts made an unusually. outspoken speech for a 
responsible statesman at the South African Luncheon Club, At 
the outset he refarred to the [mperial Conferences and said the pre-. 
fereaces which the Government had already announced were going 
to be a very great advantage in development. They did net amount, 
however, to what was called Imperial Preference. 

Dealing with the European situation, he advocated a confer- 
ence of the Governments of the , Powers mainly interested 
in reparations, and declared that neither the Reparations Com- 
mission nor the League Council possessed sufficient authority to 
deal with the matter. He foresaw that the decisions of the Con- 
ference regarding the holding of this Conference, negotiations as 
to which were afoot, might result in the parting of the ways. The 
absence of any power should not prevent the rest from foregather- 
ing. It Was vitally important that the United States should at- 
tend as an active member. . . ‘ 

Gen. Smuts said the reparations fizure was generally recagnized 
at too high, but the most competem authorities agreed that a reagon- 
able Hgure could’he discharged without considerable difficulty if 
only political questions such as the Ruhr occupation were out of the 
was.

OPINION OF EXPERTS. 


In the course of imterviews 
to-day between a Telegraph re- 
presentative and a number of 
leading Yorkshire and Lancashire 
textile makers now on a visit to 
the East, we were able to glean 
a@ little first-hand 
regarding the effects of thertcent 
disaster in Japan upon the wool- 
len trade of the North of 
England. 


Prior to the earthquake, there 
was every indication that good 
business would be givea out by 
the Japanese marchants and 
dealers upon the opening of the 
buying season which should have 
taken place about the same time 
as the disaster occurred. . 

The earthquake, however, 
caused complete suspension. of 
activities, and, for the time being, 
conditions fooked exceedingly 
unfavourable. and prices very 
weak. There are_lvery strong 
indications, however, that all 
contracts placed prior to the 
disaster will be taken up. 

This weakening of prices creat- 
ed the hes: temporary buying 
market for merchants in China 
for many years. 

The Japanese Government is 
endeavouring to place very large 
contracts with Yorkshire manu-

CINEMA & EDUCATION. 


DEMONSTRATION AT 
KOWLOON. 

At the Kowloon British School 
last evening, an interesting de- 
monstration of educational films 
was givenby Mr. H. W. Ray, in 
the presence of students of the 
senior school, their parents, the 
Hon. Mr. E. A. Irving (Director 
of Education), Miss Irving and 
several members of the Board of 
Education. 

The films were beautifully clear 
and were excellently shown by 
Mr. Ray, to whom much credit is 
due for undertaking the demon- 
stration. Travel pictures included 
life in Rio de Janeiro and on the 
Canadian rivers, whilst other 
films shown were groups of Japan- 
ese babies; seals in their natural 
surroundings and birds nesting, 
feeding their young, etc. The de- 
monstration certainly showedthat 
there are possibilities jn the use 
of the cinema for educational 
purposes, but. on the whole, the 
films shown. were entertatning 
rather then educational. To be of 
value, there must be an atmos- 
phere of instruction in such dis- 
plays, dnd this was somewhat 
lacking on this occasion.

It is becoming more and more 
evident that “there is something 
rotten in the state of Germany,” 
to tary our great dramatist a bit. 
All the fears expressed during the 
past few months, that the break- 
up of the German Republic might 
be imminent, saent to have been 
justified, and the hopes entertain- 
ed of a recovers, falsified. When 
ithe mark slumped so sensation- 
ally there was talk of its being 
due toa “wangle” by the Berlin 
authorities in order to evade pay- 
ment of reparations. When news 
leaked out concerning the serious 
unrest in the country, nobody 
seemed prepared to take matters 
very seriously. The frequent 
reports of the appalling conditions 
of privation which the people in 
Germany were facing this winter, 
were scouted as nothing but 
exaggeration. Now, with the 
rapid march of recent events, the 
scoffers are likely to be proved 
wrong. Bavaria ix not so 
much — out for — separation 
‘from the. rest of Germany 
as for separation from the woes of 
the Republic, and we suspect the 


-| Rhineland movement is based on 


the same fear of being involved 
in the final crash. This possible 
breaking away of component 
parts is like.y to expedite the 
break-up of the central organi- 
sation. [ft will mean “united 
we Stand unsteadily. divided we 
come down with a great crash.”

The product of a 
keen perception allied with 2, 
kind humour~—which offers no’ 
offence—which is entirely devoid 
of personal malice-—and which 
is generally received with appre 
ciation of its justice by the 
victim. 

And. so, sincerely believing 
that I have none but the third 
kind to offer, I feel myself privilege.

not clever,” or to that, You do, 
not make runs!”
